Tho Eastern Political Situation. 

Tho Japan Limes disclaims alarmist 
views, bul says; Tt is idlo to disguise the 
fact that the present situation in the Far 
Hust is fraught with dangers of the mast 
far-reaching nature, Japan has 
interests of vital significance which her 
Government cannot allow to be seriously 
endangerd, without betraying the trust 
repused in it by the nation. 


A Morning Nuisance. 

Captain Paeter, of the German steamer 
Surnia, was, at the Magistracy to-day, fined 
$5 for recklessly blowing the vessel's hora 
at goven o'clock in the moming. - He snid 
that the pilot had taken his vessel to a 
rather awkward anchorage and he was tak- 
ing her out of it himself, the pilot having 
gone. Ho blew his whistle to warn junks 
to keep out of tha way. This was his first 
visit to the Harbour, and he was not aware 
of the regulations. His Worship (Mr Haze- 
land) would not have such an excuse, aml 
imposed the penalty named. 


New Warships. 

The battleships Albemarle and Mon- 
tague and tho first-class cruiser Drake wore 
launched on the 6th March, and tho first- 
clasa cruiser Kent at Portsmouth on the 7th 
March. In the Naval Estimates, submitted 
to the House of Commonsdn the 12th March, 
it was stated that the output of armour is 
to bo incrensed by 60 per cent. The finest 


vessels of nearly all the great steamship 
companies ato held at the disposition of the 
Admiralty ao atmed cruisera. Eightech of 
tho largest and swiltest of these vessels have 
received subventions from the Admiralty, 
Exceptirg two battleships and one armour- 
od cruiser, all the new vessels enumerated 
in the Estimates: will bo built privately. 


Died from Excitement. 

Last night, information was conveyed 
to the police that a: man had been killed 
at the mess of the clerks of the Mitsui 
Bussan Kaisha. . Dotectives went slong to 
the place and found the dead body ofa 
Chinese ‘boy.’ They arrested the Chincse 
watchman who was accused of causing the 
death of the ‘boy.’ The body was taken 
to the mortuary, where a post mortem 
examination revealed that death was due 
tu excitement acting on a weak heart. The 
deceased and the watchman had been 
‘quarrelling, ond decessed dropped down 
and expired. The watchman is still under 
‘arrest, but in all probability will bo 
released, *

and went to see what it was they were fol- 
lowing. I found it was the foycign pastors 
and their wives ind children, aod the Ro- 
man Uatholie priests and pune, and some 
Christians. I heard people-say they wero 
going to be killed, and I tried to get out of 
the crowd but could not. so stayed and wit- 
neased with my own oycs the killing of all 
the foreigners. ‘The first to be led forth 
was Pastor Farthing. His wifo clung to 
him, but he gently put her nside and going 
in front of the soldiers, himself knelt down 
without sayings word, and his head was 
struck off by ane blow of the executivner's 
knife. 

He was quickly followed by Pastors 
Hoodleand Beynon, Drs Loritt and Wilson, 
all of whom were beheaded with one, blow 
by the exccutioner. Then the Governor, Yi 
Haien, grew impatient and told his body- 

uard, all of “whom earried big beheading 

nives with long handlos, to help to kill the 
others. Pastors Stokes, Siimpson, and 
Whitehouse wero next killed, fo" Inst ono 
by ono blow only, the other two by several. 
When the men wore finished, tho ladies wera 
taken. Mrs Farthing bad hold of-the hands 
of ber childron who clung-to her, but the 
soldiers parted them, and with ono blow 
beheaded their mother. The executioner 
beheaded all the children and did 
it skilfully, necding only one blow; but 
the soldiers were olumsy, and somo of the 
ladiesSpuffered several cuts before death. 
Mrs Eoritt was wearing her spectactos and 
held tho hand of hor little boy even when 
sho was killed. She spoke te tho people 
saying, as noar as I remember: ‘We all 
came to China to bring you the good naws 
of salvation by Jesus Clirist; we have 
dono you no harm, only good, why do you 
treat us so?’ A soldier took off her 
spectacles before beheading her, which 
needed. two blows. When the Protes- 
tants were killed, the Roman Catholics 
wero led forward. Tho Bishop, an 
oll man, with a long white beard, 
asked the Governor Yii Hsien why he was 
doing this wicked deal. I did not hear 
the Governor give him any’ dnswer, but 
ho“drew his sword and cut the Bishop 
across the face with one heavy stroke ; blood 
ponet dawn his white beardy:and he was 

headed, Tho pri¢sts and “huns quickly 
followed him in death. Thon, Pastor 
Pigott and his party were’ led from the 
district gaul, which: is close by. He was 
still handcuffed, and so ‘was Mr Robinson. 
Ho preached to tho people till the 
very last, whon he was beheaded 
with one blow. Mr Robinson - suffered 
death very calmly, 
hand of hor son, even when she 
was beheaded, and ho was killed imme- 
dintely after her. The lady and two -girls 
were killed also, quickly. In all on that 
day forty-five foreign: people. were be- 
headed, thirty-three Protestants and twelve 
Roman Catholics, A number of native 
Christians were also killed : I did not seo 
them all, but Iwas told there were thir- 
teen. The bodies of all were loft whore 
they fell till next morning, as it was oven- 
ing before the work was finished.“ During 
the night they wore stripped of theirclothing 
and other things, such as rings an 
watches. -Next day they were removed 
to s place inside tho. great. South G te, 
excopt..some of the heada,..zhich were 
placed in cages ‘on tho. gates of the city 
wall, On the 1ith July tho remains wero 
temporarily burned dutside tho great South 
Gate, to the West side. -: nthe ith July 
thero were also killed many Catholic Chris- 
tians, I heard sixty, aud during the neat 
few days a fow moro protestants were also 
killed, : Lee : 

All. were surprised at the firmness and 
quietness of the foreigners, none cried or 
made any-noise, except two or three'of the 
childron, }
